F. W. HOBHISH IN JAIL. 


The Assailant of Commander Clark 


Behind the Bars. 


Judge Horace 8. Clark,, Department 


Commander Illinois G. A. B., murder- 
ously assaulted at Mattoon by Frank W. 
Hornish, ia not regarded as in a critical 
condition. Hornish was before a magis- 
trate at Mattoon yesterday, where he 
waived examination, and was taken to 
Charleston to be confined in the county 
jail until the' Coles county grand jury 
attends to hie case.- 


IHE SHOOTING. 


The Mattoon Daily Journal gives this 


story of the shooting: 


At the honr of 7:30 laat evening Judge 


Horace S. Clark arrived from Charleston 
on the local freight caboose, which was 
being pushed np from the yarda to tli'e 
depot, but instead of alighting vrhen the 
stop waa made for the crossing, us is h e 
usual custom, he roje on to the depot,' 
and walking up Broadway had turned 
the corner round Henry Kitter's uunr 
store when his attention was attracted by 
a flash and sound of a shot immediately 
in front of him, and in an inetnnt recog- 
nized Frank W. Hornish, whom he grap- 
pled with as he continued to discharge 
the loada from tha revolver. Four shots 
were fired, and tho revolveT had one load 
remaining when Amos Messerand Police- 
man Totn Clark seized Hornish 
and 


started to the city prison with him 
through the angry crowd which would 
pot have needed much'tp have stirred it 
to action for speedy punishment. 


Judge Clark walked home, where his 


wife and daughter were shocked to learn 
oC the narrow escape he had made. Drs. 
Campbell, Bridges, Ferguson, Piokett 
and others soon called at the residence 
and dressed the wounds. One ball had 
barely grazed his left cheek, another 
passed through the muscle on the maide 
of the right thigh, half way bet>yeen the 
knee and trunk, and lodged against tlia 
skin, a third entered the flesh at back 
of left shoulder, ranging forward and 
downward on the outside of the bone, 
penetrating about two inches. The doc- 
tors removed the bullets and dressed the 
wounds while the judge sat up in the 
bath room and received the many friends 
who called to learn the nature of his in- 
juries, and congratulated him upon his 
narrow escape from his assailant's bullets. 
The wounds will be pamfnl for some 
days, but are not thought to be danger- 
ous t'o any great degree. 


Tho fact that Judge Clark grappled 


with his assailant immediately after the 
first shot is what, no doubt, diverted bis 
aim at bnch abort range and prevented 
the bullets from entering his body nt n 
vital point. 


The Journal states that Hornish had 


grown to be cranky in hio business aflairSj 
growing out of the sale ot his boiler 
cleaning device. He had had business 
relations with various Mattoon citizens, 
and at one time be was $13,000 in debt. 
Itwna through Judge Clark's manage- 
ment that all obligations were settled for 
S4,000. In various ways Judge Clark 
had befriended Hornisb.
